Building Passes 


Million Mark in 


First 4 Months 
' Building permit value moved 
past the one million dollar 
mark during April with con­ 
struction authorized for $534,­ 
995 to bring the total for the 
first four months of 1951 to 
$1.484,068. 
This figure moved 1954 ahead 
of last year, when permits dur­ 
ing the first third of the year 
totalled $1,298,825. April of 
1953 had $328,312 in new con­ 
struction. 
As in the past three months, 
new home construction was re­ 
sponsible for the major portion 
of the permits. During April 19 
new dwellings were authorized 
for $317,000. 
Three apartments, containing 
37 units, also were included in 
the m onth’s building, bringing 
the total number of new dwell­ 
ing units to 56. Value of the 
apartments was $166,000. 
O t h e r permits authorized 
were: Eighteen dwelling addi­ 
tions and alterations $9.578; 
three hotel alterations $3.103; 
s ix 
commercial 
alterations 
$3.269; three public building 
alterations. $3.045, and eight 
swimming pools $33,000. 
A total of 59 permits were 
issued during the month.

I leaders in Palm Springs Thurs­ 
day afternoon, en route to Po­ 
mona from Indio on a speaking 
schedule. 
"Governor Knight’s prodie- 
tion of a win at the primary 
is strictly propaganda,” Graves 
said. "I will definitely win the 
; Democratic nomination, 
and 
there will he an earnest cam ­ 
paign conducted by me between 
June and November.” 
THE DEMOCRATIC candidate 
was accompanied on his tour 
Í of the Village by Senator 
George Maypole. August 
G. 
Kettmann. and Attorney Mer­ 
rill Brown, all of Palm Springs, 
and Glen Anderson, immediate 
I past chairman of tile state 
Democratic organization, for­ 
mer assemblyman 
and ex­ 
mayor of Hawthorne, who is in 
charge of Graves’ campaign for 
¡Southern California. 
Graves is not a stranger to 
Palm Springs and its problems. 
He and his family have been 
. regular visitors here for the 
past 15 years, and he himself 
estimated that their stay in the 
i Village during that time to­ 
talled at least nine months. 
AS FORMER DIRECTOR of 
the League of California Cities 
i he held that position for 20 
years before resigning to he a 
candidate for governor, ne was 
1 instrumental in the preparation 
1 of the legislation which made 
Palm Springs a sixth class city 
i in 1938, and also worked with 
local interests to secure neces­ 
sary tramway legislation. 
He expressed interest in the 
local economy during the past 
Winter, hut declined to answer 
questions on present tramway 
proposals or current Federal 
Indian legislation until he had 
had “an opportunity to thor- 
i oughly acquaint himself with 
the two topics.” 
THE DEMOCRATIC candidate 
is a resident of LaFayette. and 
lie and his wife have two chil 
dren, a son 17, and a daughter 
10. He is a graduate of the 
University of California, with 
AB and MA degrees in political 
science and public administra­ 
tion. Besides holding the posi­ 
tion of director with the League 
of California Cities, he also con­ 
ducted a graduate seminar in 
political science at tnc Univer­ 
sity of Califorhia. a position he

Calectric crew» 
must have accumulated the equal of m any w alks from Bishop to the Valley before 
they completed the transmission line spanning that distance. The line was con­ 
structed in the early 1900’s from the Bishop Creek pow er plants in the High Sierra 
to an area which Calectric w as convinced would some day be important. The 
conviction has been justified by the great expansion in Kern, Riverside and San 
Bernardino Counties. 
_ 
It w as a gamble then to bring pow er to an area In which growth was only 
potential. Calectric has done it time and tim e again—and with the money of private 
investors. There was considerable doubt that a 238-m ile transmission line could 
be built to operate with any degree of satisfac­ 
tion. A line (of that length) had never been built 
before. The line w as built—its practicability was 
tested by transmitting power out and back over 
Calectric’s 113-mile line from Bishop to G oldfield, 
Nevada. This line is still in operation today, almost 
50 years later. It w as a ’first’ in long distance 
electric transmission and its construction blazed 
the trail for construction of other long transmission 
lines. W hen it was completed it was the longest 
transm ission line in the world.

How to Tranquilize Yourself 


TVith Washington taking the 
shirts off everyone's back, it’s 
a iuekv thing they’ve got some

A poll of men waiting on 
street corners discloses that the 
latest thing in women's clothes 


A few weeks ago I had a talk | 
with a famous oldtime baseball 
pitcher whom I admired as a 
boy. You may not be old enough 
to remember Cy Young, but I 
remember him very well. He 
won 11 games, setting an all­ 
time baseball record in the 
major leagues. 
“Cy. were you ever nervous 
when you pitched?” I asked 
him.He looked at mo in surprise. 
“Why. no,” he said. 
“How did you keep from be­ 
ing nervous?” I persisted. 
"I just wasn’t made that 
wav." he told me. 
I commented on how fortun­ 
ate he was not to be “made 
that way.” It is a marvelous 
thing to' meet someone nowa­ 
days who isn’t under tension. 
But if you seem unable to have 
a relaxed mental attitude, take 
heart—you can be “made that 
way.” By practice, you can be­ 
come a relaxed person and be 
free from tension. 
.A most important element in 
such practice is tranquilizing 
the mind. One of the best ways 
to do that is to go to church. 
The sunshine flooding through 
the beautiful windows is a 
symbol of serenity; moreover, 
the holy place is filled with 
faith. The glorious music of the 
hym ns helps create a mood 
which lifts the heart and brings 
true tranquility. And the won­ 
derful thing is that you can 
hold such great spiritual mo­ 
ments in your memory to draw 
upon them for strength when 
things become tense or diffi­ 
cult. In the midst of stress, go­ 
ing back mentally to some ex­ 
perience of beauty and peace 
is a profound secret of making 
yourself into a relaxed and 
tranquil person. 
I have been practicing this 
technique myself, and it is 
most rewarding. I have gone 
back through my experiences, 
mentally reviewing and reliving 
all the beautiful scenes I have 
ever witnessed. You do not need 
to go back to a place physically 
to get something from it. You 
can return there mentally, and 
less expensively, and get the 
same results. 
I heard of a little girl who 
had lived all her life in Color­ 
ado, 
amidst 
t h e 
towering 
mountains near Denver. Her 
family was about to move to 
Texas and sjje was told that in 
Texas there were no mountains. 
"But, Mummy." she protested. 
“I’m going to miss the moun­ 
tains.” 
“You can take them with you 
in memory," her mother told 
her. 


On the morning they left, her 
mother noticed her outside the 
house, looking, at the mountains 
and opening and closing her 
eyes as fast as she could. “What* 
are you doing, honey?” her 
mother asked. 
“I’m 
photographing 
t h e 
mountains on my mind,” the 
child explained, “so that I can 
take them with me to Texas.” 
Later she was to love the vast 
beauty of the far reaching 
plains of Texas. 
When I was in Honolulu I 
thought it was the most beau­ 
tiful place I had ever seen. I 
promised myself to return some 
day and shall entertain that 
foiid hope until I go back to 
those charming islands. I pho­ 
tographed the beauty of Ha­ 
waii on mv mind and brought 
it hack to New York with me. 
So great is the reconstructive 
power of memory thal even 
now I can plainly hear the soft 
washing of the surf; I can see 
the blue water off Waikiki, and 
the golden sunshine over Dia­ 
mond Head. I can hear the 
plaintive Hawaiian music and 
get the aroma of the abund­ 
ance of flowers. When I close 
my eyes I can see in memory 
that place of beauty. I can feel 
its peace. 
So we can use our memories 
to tranquilize the mind. Per­ 
haps that is what the Psalmist 
had in mind when he said. “I 
will lift up mine eyes unto the 
hills from whence cometh my 
strength.” 
Try such an excursion in 
your own thoughts. See w hat 
can be done in this way to add 
to your peace of mind. M em­ 
orize present moments of peace­ 
fulness as they come to you. 
Recall from your subconscious 
mind earlier experiences in 
your life which have left an 
impression of tranquility and 
quiet on you. Practice using 
these beautiful memories to 
tranquilizo your mind. Recall 
every inspiration, every high 
moment, every uplifting exper­ 
ience, and draw again upon 
the peace of God which they 
brought vou. The practice of 
tranquillity will help you relax 
mentally and live efficiently.

Discussing problems of the 
real estate business, State Real 
Estate Commissioner D. D. W at­ 
son addressed a meeting of the 
Palm Springs Real Estate Board, 
at World W ars Memorial hall 
Thursday night. 
The commissioner pointed out 
the need of strengthening the 
qualifications of those engaged 
in the business. He listed n u m­ 
erous possible abuses which he 
felt should receive the consider­ 
ation of local real estate boards 
with the idea of doing some­

through their own local and 
state organizations. 
Watson 
reviewed 
the 
tre­ 
mendous growth of the work­ 
load of the State Division of 
Real Estate caused by increased 
real estate activity and sub­ 
division 
development, 
o v e r 
which he exercises controls in 
respect to sales. In order to keep 
costs of government and en­ 
forcement at a minimum, he 
urged that more self-regula­ 
tions be undertaken by the in­ 
dustry itself.

School Bus Law 
Should be Known 
by All Motorists 


Do you know the school bus 
passing law? 
Review of accident reports 
reaching California 
Highway 
Patrol Headquarters indicates 
that many drivers apparently 
do not know the requirem ents. 
regarding school busses. 
‘The law provides that motor­ 
ists must stop for school busses 
when red lights are flashing. 
This is true, regardless of the 
direction of approach. 
After 
stopping, drivers must remain 
standing until the red lights 
cease flashing," explained Pa­ 
trol Commissioner B. R. Cald­ 
well. 
"The only exceptions which 
permit 
motorists 
to 
proceed 
without 
stopping 
for 
these 
flashing lights occur when the 
bus is on the opposite side of 
a divided highway, or when the 
bus is stopped at an intersec­ 
tion controlled by a signal or 
a traffic officer,” he added. . 
Caldwell 
cautioned against 
stepping for school busses when 
the lights 
are not flashing, 
pointing out th at frequently 
such stops are not expected by 
other drivers. As a result, con­ 
fusion arises and serious multi 
pie car collisions occur. 
"Because of the unpredictable 
actions 
of 
youngsters 
extra 
caution is every motorist’s re­ 
sponsibility whenever near a 
school bus.”
